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Take-oH:  September,  1937  — 

The  new  clipper  "Spirit  of  '41"  took  off  for  the 
F.  T.  C.  Landing  Field,  manned  by  sixty-nine  new  cadets 
on  their  trial  flight,  and  under  the  very  watchful  and 
guiding  eyes  of  the  regular  crew. 

The  first  few  days'  tension,  caused  by  "initiation 
sickness"   was   doctored   by   the   experienced   pilots   at 
an  informal  reception.  From  then  on,  Pilot  Bert  Bennett 
handled  the  controls,  assisted  by  Co-pilot  Ursula  Mul- 
cahy,  Chief  Engineer  John  Mulski,  and  Air  Hostess  Ruth  Kasper. 

"Flying  Blind"  through  our  first  exams,  we  climbed  to  a  higher  altitude, 
where,  out  of  ice  formations  on  our  ship  came  the  Carnival  Ball  —  and  our 
Maroon  and  White  Insignia  floated  on  high. 
Happy  Landings: 

Tamiris  —  "Kind  Lady"  —  W.  A.  A.  rally  .  .  .  black, 
orange,  or  white  —  All-School  Social  —  The  Magi's  Gift 
—  the  Juniors'  Promenade  .  .  .  New  York  comes  to  the 
library  —  Robert  Frost  —  the  Todd  Lecture  .  .  .  dem- 
ocracy exemplified  with  the  presence  of  three  religious 
denominations  —  Class  Day  .  .  .  and  "butterflies  are 
drenched". 

Gas  was  running  low  —  time  to  refuel! 


Refueling  Station:  September,  1938  — 

The  "Spirit  of  '41",  leaving  fourteen  of  its  own  crew 
behind,  and  replacing  the  Senior  officers  with  new 
recruits  from  the  High  School  Bases,  took  off  on  the 
second  lap  of  its  flight  with  Beverly  O'Donnell  re- 
placing Ruth  Kasper  as  Air  Hostess. 

Violent  winds  and  the  hurricane  blew  us  into  the 
"Cannibal  Village"  where,  awaiting  repairs,  we  in- 
dulged in  "savage  amusement"  .   .   .  dances,  cannibal 

stew,  etc.  .  .  .  this  we  considered  to  be  the  sky  soaring  event  of  the  year. 

At  this  stage  of  our  trip  the  entire  crew  voted  to  have  unification  of  the 

"Clipper's  Activities". 

Favorable  weather  conditions  prevailed  for  Class  Day  —  highlighted  by 
the  Horace  Mann  Centennial  .  .  .  delayed  march  of  classes  .  .  .  (where's  the 
goat)  .  .  .  pageants  .  .  .  sing  out. 
Happy  Landings: 

Trial  by  Jury  —  Daisy  Mayme  —  the  first  Carnival 
Weekend  .  .  .  with  the  class  of  '42  making  its  debut: 
.  .  .  roller  skating,  snow  fun,  snow  images,  the  Ball, 
the  Queen  — ■  H.M.S.  Pinafore  —  the  Juniors'  Promenade 
...  off  campus  —  Gav-Hawks'  .  .  .  formal  and  presen- 
tation —  Todd  Lecture  .  .  .  who  could  forget  De  Haas. 

Trial  flight  was  over  —  "solos"  in  sight! 


Solo  Flight:  September,  1939  — 

"Contact"  —  and  the  Maroon  and  White  Clipper 
took  off  for  the  third  time.  Many  an  "air  pocket"  and 
much  thunder  and  lightning  were  encountered  in 
preparation  for  the  Junior  Prom  —  but  with  clearing 
skies  and  sunny  weather  a  smooth  landing  was  made 
at  the  "Princess  Field",  Hotel  Somerset. 

Received  radio  flashes  that  two  sguadrons,  repre- 
sentatives to  the  Stick  Conference  and  to  the  Women's 
Athletic  Sguadron",  forced  down  in  the  "Gym  Cornfield"  sponsored  an  "Old- 
fashioned  Barn  Dance"  to  which  all  the  other  flight  sguadrons  were  invited. 
Hours  spent  in  instruction,  observation,  guestioning,  trial  and  error,  and 
the  study  of  methods  were  finally  to  be  tested.  The  majority  of  the  crew,  at 
this  time,  set  out  to  pilot  their  own  planes  —  the  big  test  —  Solo  "Training" 
Flight  —  would  we  win  our  stripes? 
Happy  Landings: 

High-ranking  Dramatic  Club  presentation  .  .  . 
"Death  Takes  a  Holiday"  —  Sophomore  Dance  .  .  . 
within  the  walls  of  the  Pilgrim  Stockade  —  Miss  Worth- 
ington's  "Sally  and  Her  Kitchens"  —  Flight  Commander 
Carpenter  promoted  to  a  higher  rank  —  Snowless  Winter 
Carnival  —  the  Glee  Club  flashes  the  Christmas  Mes- 
sage —  Ex-Chancellor  Bruening  at  the  Todd  Lecture  — 
Gav-Hawk  — ■  the  Seniors'  Promenade  —  Class  Day  .  .  . 
Polkas  .  .  .  reels  .  .  .  remembrances. 

The  crew  of  '41  becomes  .  .  .  Senior  Officers. 


Wings  Over  F.T.C.  September,  1940  — 

The  "Spirit  of  '41"  took  off  on  the  final  lap  of  its 
flight  —  solo  "training"  flights  were  over  —  and  the 
clipper  headed  for  the  Fitchburg  Airdrome  with  its  full 
crew.  The  "Flight  Report"  was  made  ready  for  presen- 
tation, and  crew  pictures,  biographies,  and  memoirs 
were  flashed  across  the  sky. 

The   crew   gathered   together   for   their  final   flight 
party  and  —  as  Senior  Officers  —  promenade  at  the 
Vesper  Country  Club. 

The  clipper  speeds  down  the  runway  —  the  officers  guide  it  to  a  "Three 
Point  Landing"  —  and  the  crew  is  to  be  decorated  by  the  Colonel  and  his 
Staff  with  their  final  award  —  "Wings". 
Happy  Landings: 

"The  Barretts"  —  "Halloween  Spooks"  at  the 
Sophomore  Dance  —  W.  A.  A.  .  .  .  play  days,  rallies, 
banguets  .  .  .  blazers,  pins,  monograms  —  Christmas
